Evans Men Out of the Hall by 


ADMITTING MEMBERS BY CARD ONLY 


Last Night Brownlow Had 
Guards Around Capitol To Keep 
Evans Crowd from Taking 
Possession—Consider- 
able Excitement..

Po- 
litical machinery and physical force is 
being used to keep Evans men out of the 
convention hall. 

The state committee, controlled by Mr. 
Prownlow,. had already decided to report 
a temporary roll call of uncontested dele- 
cates to the convention instead of leav- 
ine the convention to decide or ascertain 
what counties are in contest. The Evans 
men filed a protest against this today, 
the main ground being that Mr. Brown- 
low. who was to be a beneficiary of the 
action, had, as chairman, named nine 
members of the committee and that the 
action was unprecedented. The commit- 
tee today selected Cougressman Henry R. 
Gibson for temporary chairman; J. C. R. 
McCall, secretary; J. T. Settle, assistant 
secretary, and J. W. Jackson, sergeant- 
at-arms. 


Thought the Hall Unsafe. 


Foster V. Brown then introduced a res- 
olution citing that the hall of the house 
was undergoing repairs, painters’ scaf- 
folds standing all over it; that it was 
unsafe for a large crowd, and, therefore, 
providing that nobody be admitted to the 
hall except uncontested delegates, who 
shall be given. tickets by Chairman 
Brownlow. 

This resolution was fought bitterly, the 
Evans men charging it was a scheme 
to keep the Evans friends out of the 
hall, and to pack it with Brownlow men. 
The latter offered to let everybody in 
if the Evans men would agree not to 
holt. They charged that the Evans men 
simply wanted to get in and hold a sec- 
ond convention in the same hall. 

Finally a committee was sent to the 
capitol to investigate. Both sides took 
architects. The Brownlow men reported 
that the hall was unsafe for a large 
crowd. The Evans men reported the hall 
unsafe for either a large crowd or a 
small crowd, and offered to secure the 
tabernacle, seating six thousand, if the 
Brownlow men would go there and let 
everybody in. The Brownlow men, how- 
ever, adopted: the resolution to limit ad- 
mission by ticket to uncontested dele- 
gates. 

Brownlow Men Guard Hall. 

The sergeant-at-arms then appointed 
ten assistants. who are guarding the hall 
tonight to keep the Evans men from 
capturing and holding it. Evans was 
scheauled to speak in the hall tonight, 
but the other side smelled a mouse and 
secured the keys this morning to ar- 
range for the convention and forced him 
to speak in the senate chamber. 

The Evans men are as yet undecided 
as to what they will do tomorrow. Some 
are in favor of declining to take tickets 
of admission and organizing a convention 
in the corridors, when they are refused 
access to the hall. Others favor break- 

nto the hall, whether or not. 

It is almost certain that there will be 
two conventions. It is possible the issue 
will be made on a minority report from 
the Evans members of,the state com- 
mittee to the effect that there are no 
contests in Gibson, Shelby and Bledsoe 
counties and that the delegates from 
those counties should go on the temporary 
roll call. The Evans men charge that in 
order to secure control of the commit- 
tee on credentials it was necessary for 
the Brownlow men to trump up contests 
in these counties; that leaving Gibson, 
Shelby and Bledsoe off the roll call gave 
Brownlow a majority in the ninth, tenth 
and third congressional districts, respec 
tively, and thereby gave him control of 
the naming of the members of the com-~- 
mittee on credentials in those districts, 
that otherwise the Evans men would 
have controlled the committee on creden- 
tials, 

The feeling is exceedingly bitter and 
there may be sensational developments. 

Ten armed men. guarded the house of 
representatives tonight and kept every 
One out. Evans’s speech in the senate 
Chamber was delayed through failure to 
arrange lights. His friends nave decided 
upon plans as outlined in an interview 
With Newell Sanders. his closest friend, 
tonight. Mr. Sanders said: 

“We do not desire to precipitate a riot. 
Many of our friends desire to force an 
entrance to the hall, but we have decided 
that those who can secure tickets shall 
€0 into the hall and those who cannot 
Secure admission will patiently remain 
Outside and await developments. Unless 
We receive fair treatment in the hall 
Our friends will :-tire and we wili or- 
Eanize another convention.”

He 
indorsed the platform; said he had never 
pandered to the democratic party since he 
left it: that if Skinner had a grievance 
against Butler not to ask this convention 
to settle it, but go to Butler and settle it 
like a man. He charged Skinner with fail- 
ing to get in the democratic convention, 

On motien of Thompson, the platform 
was adopted by a rousing vote. 

Skinner left the stage. He said during 
the day that Senators Butler and Pritch- 
ard were playing into each other’s hands. 
Senator Butler was elected chairman of 
the central committee by the convention.

DISCUSSION GROWS WARM

IT CAME OVER PORTO RICAN BILL 
Southerner Charges That the White 
House Occupant Changed His 
Mind on the Measure. 


Washington, April 18.—The debate on the 
naval appropriation bill under the five 
minute rule today drifted into politics, 
and for a good portion of the afternoon 
members fought hammer and tongs across 
the political aisles. The partisan ran?or 
almost culminated in a sensational scene 
between Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio. the 
champion of the administration, and Mr. 
Williams, of Mississippi. Some of the 
democrats began worrying Mr. Hawley, of 
Texas, by pointedly asking if the presi- 


ct tts ~ 


dent had not changed his mind on the 
Porto Rican tariff question, and Mr. Gros- 
venor finally threw himself into the 
breach. 

Some progress was made with the bill, 
but most of the controverted points went 
over. A motion to strike from the bil] 
the contingent fund of $500,000 for the navy 
department was defeated. 

Mr. Kitchin, of North Caroiina, a mem- 
ber of the naval committee, made a point 
ol order against the provisicn in the bill 
appropriating $500,000 to bé expended under 
the direction of the president to meet un- 
foreseen contingencies. The point was 
Overruled py ihe chair, and Mr. Kitchin 
appealed. The chair was sustained, 94 
to 70. 

Mr. Kitchin then moved to strike the 
appropriation from the bill. Mr. W heeler, 
of Kentucky, suppcrted the motion. 

Mr. “oss read from the hearing given 

y the committee to Secretary Long, de- 
tailing the necessity for this emergency 
appropriation. Mr. Foss thought present 
Circumstances warranted it. 

Mr. Williams asked Mr. Grosevnor, who 
had joined in the debate, if it was not 
true that the president had changed his 
mind on the Porto Rican question.

the 157th anniversary of the birth of 
Thomas Jefferson. About 150 persons were 
present. At the guests’ table were e€x- 
Governor James E.. Campbell. of ( yhio; 
Joseph J. Willett, of Alabama, and other 
prominent public men. Former President 
Grover Cleveland sent a letter regretting 
his inability to be present and expressing 
his opinions on the present democracy. 
The letter was as follows: 

“Princeton, N. J., april 12, 1900.—To 
Louis F. Burchard. Dear Sir—I regret 
that I am unable to accept your invita- 
tion to attend the dinner to be given by 
the Brooklyn Democratic Club on the 18th 
instant to commemorate the birth of 
Thomas Jefferson. 

‘“‘When those who profess the democratic 
faith meet to celebrate the birth of the 
man who first gave that faith a distinct 
formulation, their pride in the achieve- 
ments and triumphs of the party which 
he founded should not entirely displace 
all thought of the present situation, and 
the conditions which, in the light of ex- 
perience, appear to be essential to its 
Success, 

“Though the faults of the party in 
power are many, and though:its offenses 
against the political health and safety of 
the country are flagrant, these things 
should not encourage us to base an ex- 
pectation of success and a hope for the 
restoration of wholesome administration 
upon the shortcomings of our adversa- 
ries. 

“We should too well 
ability to attach to their fortunes the 
powertvl contingent of selfish interests to 
place confident reliance upon the weak- 
ness which ought to be the penalty of 
their misdeeds. 

“Besides, none of us can close our eyes 
to the fact that the democratic party is 
only formidable in its own strength. Its 


power to win victories has always been'! 
found to depend upon a sturdy and consis- | 


tent adherence to its time-honored princi- 
ples, which have proved sufficient to meet 
emergency of our  nationa! life. 
Whatever success may have attended a 
party of opportunity, with sails spread for 
every transient breeze of popular sentl- 
ment or excitement, experience has abun- 
dantly demonstrated that democracy is so 
constituted that it is only strong when 
courageous in the right, and only victo- 
rious when its forces are marshalled under 
its old and well organized standards. 
“Our principles are so simple and they 
accord so well with the honest American 
disposition which loves freedom and 
cares for the public welfare, that they are 
eaSily understood by the democratic 
masses. Asa result of this there has nev-

PAPERS T0 SENATE 


Information Touching Philippine War 
Is Given Out. 


LETTERS THE PRESIDENT HAS 


Documents Indicate That the Filipi- 
nos Were Ready for War. 


EVERYTHING TENDS TO SHOW REBELLION 


Senate Resolution Produces Informa- 
tion Which Supports the 
Administration.

Washington, April 18.—In further res- 
ponse to the senate resolution of January 
ljth last, the president tcday sent to the 
senate additional documents bearing upon 
the insurrection in the Philippines. 

The papers are all important. 
them is the report of Colonel Armas 
Blanco, of the Philippire army, to the 
“general commanding the second zone” 
of the events of February 2, 1899, in Tondo. 
Hie says that on nearirg the alarm of 
fire he immediately ordered twenty men 
Who eathered to hold themselves ready, 
so that wher the designated hour ar- 
rived they weuld be ready to go to Melisiec, 
where the American barracks are and set 
on fire the hcuses about there in order to 
interfere with their coming out from the 
barracks, as was agreed upon in the meet- 
ing with D. Rosend Limon. The result 
was that <n marching to the scene of 
operations we found (he Calzada of Azcar- 
raga was filled with the Americans and 
with them were a number of country pe?- 
ple who cried out ‘brothers to the strife 
for now is the hour.’ This is what men 
wers suying to that crewd and at the 
proper time they soundé@é the call of our 
army ‘advance and fire.’ The sight of 
that strange scene threw us into confu- 
sion, for we believed all that we had pre- 
pared from the beginning as well as what 
we saw was prepared by the enemy and 
his spies.”’ He then ordered a retreat 
and when they met th2 Americans the 
colonel says the laiter gave his forces 
two volleys. He adds that his men with 
their daggers in a hand to hand conflict 
forced the Americans to retire. 

Another letter dated at Tarlac, October 
23d, last, signed by J. M. Ley>da com- 
mends an unnamed Fiitpino officer of 
whom the writer says that “h2 will go 
back to Manila commissioned by our 
government to throw some 
bombs and set fire to the 
principal buildings, especially 
cupied by, fcreigners.”’ 

Inspired by Aguinaldo. 

Among other documents is an unsigned 
letter to General Rios. of the Spanish 
army, dated at Malolos, who was in com- 
mand at lioilo October 25, 1898, apparent- 
ly inspired by Aguinaldo. I1n this letter 
the writer says that his desire is ‘‘yet 
Save from shipwreck the sovereignty of 
Spain in these islands.”’ He then pro-

Washington, April 18.—The president 
sent today to congress the following mes- 
sage: 

“The time remaining before the first of 
May when the act of Apri) 12, 1900, enti- 
tled ‘an act temporarily to provide rev- 
enue and a civil’ government for Porto 
Rico and ‘for other purposes” will take 
effect, appears to be insufficient for the 
careful inquiry. and consideration requi- 
site.to the proper selection of suitable per- 
sons to fill the important civil offices pro- 
vided for by the act. The powers of the 
present government will cease ,when the 
act takes effect and some new authority 
will be necessary to enable the officers 
now performing the various duties of civil 
government in the island to continue the 
perfotmiance of those duties until’ the 
officers who are to perform similar duties 
under the new government shall have 
been appointed and qualified. ‘That au- 
thority cannot well be given at present 
by temporary appointments of the ex- 
isting officers to positions under the act 
for the reason that many of the existing 
officers are officers of the army detailed 
to the performance. of civil duties, and 
section 1222 of the revised statutes will 
prevent them from accepting such tem- 
porary appointments under the penalty 
of losing their commissions.

EVIDENCE {$ BEING HEARD 


Golden, Who Was Badly Wounded in 
the- Duel, on the Stand. 


SAYS DEFENDANT FIRED FIRST SHOT 


He Declares Colson Took Deliberate 
Aim at Scott and Pulled the 
Trigger—Other Witnesses 
Are Heard, but Estab- 
lish Nothing. 


Frankfort, Ky., April 18.—The taking of 
testimony in the trial of Colonel Colson, 
charged with killing Lieutenant Scott and

who was badly wounded during the duel, 
and who ‘s supposed to have entered the 
hotel office with Scott.

It may be seriously ques- 
tioned whether the reweids and honors 
of true mnedicine are on the whole materi- 
ally impaired by all the arts and prac:ices 
of quackery. 

“The charlatan is ‘largely concerned 
with disease that does not exist; he preys 
extensively upon very chronic or incur- 
able disease. 

“However, his favorite enterprise is 
against the shadows of unreal ills, tne 
plaints of underfed mirds,or  overfed 

“Quacks make ths business they do by 
magnifying the sHght aiiment or by cafl- 
ing some pertectly natural process a dis- 
ease, 

“Perhaps the most unalloyed freak of 
them ali is the magnetic healer. They 
usually combine a pretense of mesmerism, 
massage, religion or even medicine with 
their vaunted magnetic power. 

“They oft@n operate in connection 
with one or more bunco-steerers, usually 
a fair-spoken, florid and rather buxom fe- 
male, wocee business is to beut the bush 
and start the gamie, asserting her own 
‘Marvelous cure.’ 

“All this and more ore might forgive, 
but there is a breed of quacks that cut- 
quacks quackery itself. I refer to the 
absent theatment of the hypno-magnetic 
pretense. Many peonle send these ab- 
sent treaters $5 per month tor the alleged 
teratment, 

“Mors to be dreaied than false gods 
are the fake priests that stand round the 
aitar of Hygseia and pervert and falsily 
the true service of the true goddess. When 
our profession has purged itself of what 
is false, the problem will be greatly sim- 
plitied. The man who professes to do 
what he cannot do is more and more dis- 
countenanced , More and more they are 
driven to public appeals. 

“And now a word on Christian Science. 
These, I believe, are largely good people.

RESPONSE BY PRESIDENT GARRETT 


Reports Read Yesterday—Resolutions 
of Sympathy for Railroad Tel- 
egraphers Adopted—Other 
Business Trans- 
acted. 


Augusta, Ga., Apri: 18.—(Special.)—The 
second annual convention of the Georgia 
Federation of Labor was called to order 
here this morning at half-past 10 o'clock 
by Andrew Mulcay, chairman of the 
committee on arrangements, in appropri- 
ate remarks: 

Rev. J.. S. Patterson was introduced, 
who spoke as the mayor's representative 
for the city of Augusta. Mayor Robbe is 
at present at Indian Spring on account 
of a spell of jllmess. The Rev. Mr. Pat- 
terson made an able substitute, however, 
and in a very eloquent and pleasing speech 
turned the city over to the visiting delc- 
gaics. He said in part: 

“While I was called from my _ office 
rather suddenly to come here and repre- 
sent the city of Augusta, I must say that 
with the working people I feel perfectly 
at home, for I have worked all my life 
for a living. I have mwever Known any- 
thing but to work for my daily bread. 
But in representing the city of Augusta, 
the best city in the south, not excepting 
even Atlanta, I do not know how to ex- 
press the welcome that our mayor desired 
me to express to yvu.” 

In conciuding, he said: 

“If there is anything that I do admire 
it is a womanly woman and a manly 
man. A manly man is one who does not 
hesitate to stand up and work with his 
hands for his bread and for his fam- 
ily.”’ 

The response of President H. T. Gar- 
rett, of the state fede:ation, Was an able 
address and he was frequently inter- 
rupted with applause. Mr. Garfett spoke 
as follows: 


“As the world moves and society prog- 


resses along the lines of evolution, noth- 
ing can be more apparent to the observ- 
ing mind than that the emancipation of 
labor must come from its own ranks, 
like the tiny rootlet reaching’ out for the 
light or the soil gum toiling upward to- 
ward the infinities, the great heart and 
brain of labor must expand and reach out 
and struggle for the triumph of indus- 
trial freedom, upon which .depends the 
higher civilization and progress of the 
race. This is nature’s law, and true to 
herself she cannot be false to her chil- 
dren. The desire to rise to something 
better, the aspirations for economic equal- 
ity, the longing for a condition of things 
that will overcome prejudices, remove er- 
rors, unlift humanity, and establish jus- 
tice for all men, are a few of the in- 
centives which band men and women to- 
gether to work out their own salvation 
irom the bonds of economic tyranny, and 
which result in those aggregations of in- 
dustrial units called labor organizations. 
These organizations are composed of men 
and women who think for themselves, 
and who are ‘well enough informed to 
realize that in order to be true to them- 
selves they ust be true to one another— 
a lesson which, unhappily, the great ma- 
jority of the human race has yet to 
learn. Genuine altruism finds its great- 
est promoters in their ranks. This fact 
has been clearly shown in their strug- 
gies for emancipation, while their devo- 
tion and self-sacrifice toward one another 
in the trying time of lockouts and strikes 
has dignified and ennobled their cause 
in the eyes of humanity. To my mind 
there is‘no grander example of true hero- 


ism than the spectacle of men who have 
toiled and struggled for years to carn 
good positions and who, in defense of a 


great principle, are ready and willing to 
risk the loss of their places in a sympa- 
thetic strike against the wrongs inflicted 
upon their brotheratolilers. To such [ take 
off my hat! 

“The simple fact that the necessities 
of men compel them to sell their services 
to others more fortunate but oftentimes 
less worthy than themselves, implies a 
condition of servitude which, at its best, 
is humiliating, and when the employer 
of labor demands or even requests.-the 
wage slave to submit to unfair conditions 
or accept less than decent wages, then 
such demands become revolting, and. a 
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Strike is the result. Every strike is a 
Protest against wrong, and a blow for 
industrial freedom, and whether success- 
ful or not, it is an advance along the 
line of progress from which there has 
been no retreats, while every reverse 
that labor has sustained has simply ren- 
dered it formidable even in defeat. be- 
Cause justice was on its side. 
‘Labor organizations are manifestations 
of industrial evolutions, and are the 
agencies by which wage Slavery will be 
ultimately overthrown, and economic 
equality established. But before this can 
be done, prejudice must be removed and 
education fill the vacuum where ignor- 
ance reigns. This, then, is the mission 
of organized labor—to seek the truth 
spread the light, and point out the way 
whereby the great majority of workmen 
can be drawn together in the struggle 
for freedom, which can come to. those 
only who are wise enough and brave 
enough and grand enough to be free.

A Unique Election. 


A most unique feature of the morning 
session was the election of a godmother 
and godfather for Jerome Jones, Jr., 
“The Child of Labor,’’ who was to have 
been christened this afternoon.

Claire Graventine, The balloting was 


spirited, only delegates being allowed to 
vote. Secretary C. C. Houston kept tally 
on the vote as Mr. Hardy Teat read out 
the baliots and at first it iooked as if 
Miss Graventine would be a sure winner, 
but down near the bottom of ths box 
Miss Barrow had a lot of voles and at 
the last her score increased rapidly with 
the following result: Miss Barrow, forty- 
nine votes; Miss Gruventine, twenty-seven 
votes, and Miss Wolf, fifteen votes. Miss 
Barrow was declared elected umid the 
loudest applause, 

The gentlemen nominated for godfather 
were Messrs. William Gredig, Thomas 
Gowan, W. H. Pancrost, J. B. 
en and N. T. Cornett. From the first it 
was apparent that Mr. Gredig would win, 
which he finally did, the vote being as 
follows: Gredig, 42; Cornett, 164; McCrack- 
en, 10; Pancroft.

The morning session then adjourned.

“the single isolated cotton factory of 
less than 50,000 spindles, with the re- 
quisite number of looms, is at a disad- 
vantage, north or south, compared to 
the factories which are in close proxim- 
ity, surounding themselves with all the 
subsidiary industries.” But a few days 
ago Mr. Leake, in addressing the busi- 
ness men of Philadelphia. hit upon this 
same subject, when, while describing 
the benefits of cotton factory towns 
where women and children were at 
work, he deplored the fact that there 
was but little for men to do. This, then 
is the root of Mr. Atkinson’s conten. 
tion. No single industry, it matters not 
the extent of profit which it may make 
eaq build up a successfy] community. 
Diversity in manufacturing is just as 
necessary as diversity in agriculture It 
will not do to rely for necessaries upon 
other piaces. The perfect city is that 
one in which, were the money circula- 
tion actually withdrawn, could stil] 
trade and barter in every class of goods 
necessary for human life. 

Knowing the truth of this statement 
Mr. Atkinson says he “may safely write 
this to The Constitution, becatise At- 
lanta is a concrete example of diversity 
of occupation, worked from within by 
brains and industry belonging to the 
place.”

Editor Constitution—I think it is more than 
twelve years since my attention was called 
to the growth of the cassava root in Florida, 
on my last visit to that state. It was on 
my réturn when I afm alleged to have made 
the remark that this was a new thing which 
would do more to build up the southern coun- 
try than the cotton seed oil industry. 

I adhere to that statement from the infor- 
mation which I have received since that date, 
but must limit the remark to the section of 
the south in which cassava root can be safely 
cultivated. What that northen limit is I do 
not know, but here are the facts as disclosed 
and certified to me. Of course I have neither 
experience or knowledge of my own upon 
the subject, but the testimony appears to be 
well founded. 

First, fhe quantity of cassava which can 
be grown in an average lot of the light soll of 
central Florida would suffice according to the 
testimony submitted to me to nourish seven 
cows to ‘the acre through the year. Since 
then it has been proved that in place of the 
lean, scrawny type of cattle previously raised 
in Florida, fine types of beef cattle may be 
developed on this food. 

But this is only one part and perhaps the 
smalles part of the uses to which this root 
can be put. When rightly dealt with in skilful 
manner it makes one of the very best kinds 
of starch, superior to almost every other: kind.

for conversion into buttons, and I believe there 
are many other usues to which it can be put 
which I cannot recall. 

I would suggest to you 
Commercial museum, of Philadelphia, 
you may doubtless learn all that there is to be 
known about the cassava root. 

Now, I venture to make the remark, that 
while I appear to have been in error in dis- 
couraging the very rapid extension of cotton 
manufacturing in the south, in my address in 
1881, and while it has proved that there were 
temporary advantages over the north which 
have led to an enormous extension of the in- 
dustry with large profits in particular cases, 
I venture again to sound a note of warning. 
The single, isolated cotton factory of less than 
fifty thousand spindlles with the requsite num- 
ber of looms, is at a disadvantage anywhere, 
north or south, compared to the factories which 
are in close proximity, surrounding themselves 
with all the subsidiary industries. 

Your day of very long hours has passed, 
much to your benefit. The day of rising wages 
has come—again much to the benefit of the 
southern country, for where the general rate of 
wages is very low there can be no great pros- 
perity. High rates of wages and low cost 
of production are developed together by skill 
and intelligence. Low rates of wages are apt 
to be accompanied by high cost of labor for 
lack of individual skill and intelligence. 

There is an immense field in the south for 
the development of industries which would 
take one-tenth part of the capital per hand 
employed as compared to the cotton mill, from 
which larger profits and wider prosperity may 
be attained. This matter of the cassava root 
is one of these examptes, waiting for brains 
and industry and for nothing else. If capital 
is put into the production without brains and 
industry the failure will be certain, no matter 
how great the opportunity may be. I may 
safely write this to The Constitution, because 
I think Atlanta is a concrete example of di- 
versity of occupation worked from within by 
brains and industry belonging to the place. 

Men who wait for foreign capital, outside 
support, subsidies, bountieg or legislative pro- 
tection by a perversion of the power of taxa- 
tion always remind me of a composition writ- 
ten many years ago by a school boy at Exeter 
academy on ‘‘Self-Dependence,’’ which he de- 
scribed as being ‘‘that quality in the human 
mind which leads us to get some one else to 
do what we ought to do for ourselves."” Those 
who work for protective duties, bounties on 
ships and other outside support to make up 
for their own want of brains and industry are 
very complete examples of this type of self- 
dependence. 

Perhaps a word of caution ought to be given. 
The cassava belongs to the family of euphro- 
biae. There are two varieties under this name. 
One is the bitter cassava, wfilcn for some reg- 
son is the most important of the two varieties, 
although it cannot be eaten fresh.

Arcos, Spain’s diplomatic representative 
at Washington, to attend the Dewey day 
celebration in Chicago have been nar- 
| rowly averted bv the correspondence 
' which has recently taken place between 
| the duke and Mayor Harrison. The duke 
naturally took affront at being asked to 
join in the public jubilation over the sink- 
| ing of Spanish ships and the killing of 
| Spanish soldiers; and he accordingly ex- 
| pressed his sentiment in a letter to Mayor 
|Harrison. Mayor Harrison in reply wrote 
'him a letter deploring the matter and 
ascribing it to an error on the part of 
some ill-informed clerk, 

John M. Glenn, secretary of the invita- 
tion committee, asserts there was no 
mistake made by the clerk or any one 
else. He insists that no particular atten- 
tion was paid to the Spanish minister. 
The invitation, he says, was forwarded 
to him as it was to all members of the 
diplomatic corps. He asks if it would 
not be an insult to the duke were he not 
to have been extended an invitation. He 
intimates also that the duke might have 
declined in less vigorous language. 

Here is the correspondence in question, 
the duke’s first: 

‘‘Legacion de Espana, en Washington— 
Washington, April 14, 1900. Sir—I return 
to you, here inclosed, an invitation from 
the city of Chicago, for the celebration 
of the second anniversary of the baitle 
of Manila, which, I take for granted, has 
béen sent to me by mistake, as it is the 
first discourtesy 1 have met with since I 
am in the United States.

it truly national. 

The great economical issues for which our 
party has contended are now settled by stat- 
utes not likely to be repealed. The protec- 
tive tariff policy has given to the country 
the prosperity we anticipated and the finan- 
cial law relieves the danger of an uncertain 
basis of values. 

These have been sectional questions because 
the white’ people in my end of the country 
were dragooned against them Dy fervent ap- 


peals. to sentiment on local conditions. But 
sound industrial policy and sound financial 
policy have been crystallized into law and 


are no longer open to current controversy. 

When but three votes could be found in the 
recent Georgia legislature to favor the dis- 
franchisement of our negro voters there is 
reason to hope that this ‘“‘bugaboo’’ is also 
losing strength as a political screed to hold 
a ‘“‘solid south’’ against its material interests. 

Mr. Editor, all through the south there are 
ex-confederates like myself who are repub- 
licans on national issues. We have our pa- 
roles, among other conditions, to ‘‘obey the 
laws in force where we resided’’ and were 
then permitted to return to our homes, 
Among those laws soon came the reconstruc~- 
tion acts which required the establishment of 
civil state governments by enfranchising our 
former slaves and disfranchising all of our 
white people who held any office before the 
war and afterward aided the confederacy. Not- 
withstanding this illogical hardshp we main- 
tained our parole, submitted to the law and 
accomplished the best result possible under 
the conditions. 

Now I claim that we, as ex-confederates, 
have a right to ask of our national party some- 
thing new to which we can rally with pa- 
triotic fervor. Let it be McKinley and Lee, 
under the flag of the union, against the world 
if need be.

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DR. HILLIS SAYS HE PREFERS 
-_ BIBLE TO TENETS OF CALVIN 


Rev. Newell Dwight Hillis, whose bril- 
liant lecture at the Grand last night at- 
tracted a large audience, is at the present 
time occupying a conspicuous place in 
the public eye—probably more so than 
any minister of the gospel of the present 
time. His recent public utterances con- 
demning the articles of faith of the Pres- 
byterian church, which caused his with- 
drawal from the Chicago presbytery, seem 
likely to be the means of revolutionizing 
the creed of that church at the general 
assembly to be held in St. Louis next 
month. 

Mr. Hillis was formerly pastor of the 
Central Presbyterian church of Chicago, 
an independent church, not bound by the 
general church government. Some three 
months ago he was Called to Plymouth 
church, Brooklyn, one of the best known 
Congregational churches in the country, 
made celebrated by the fact that Henry 
Ward Beecher and Lyman Abbott occu- 
pied its pulpit for years. Mr. Hillis ac- 
cepted the call and has since been at 
the head of the churen. However, he re- 
tained his membership in the Chicago 
presbytery up to a few days ago, when 
he sent in his resignation on account of 
the feeling caused by his recent utter- 
ances. This resignation was accepted only 
last Tuesday. 

Mr. Hillis is still a young man—to look 
at him one would not think him more than 
thirty-eight—but he is one of the recog- 
nized leaders of theological thought in 
this country. Hevis a difficult man to 
describe so far as personal appearance is 
concerned. His features are regular, his 
forehead high and massive, and a slight 
pallor accentuates the general intellect- 
uality of his countenance. One would in- 
stinctively pick him out as a student. 
‘In conversation he fs altogether charm- 
ing. He flits from one topic to another 
with perfect ease and shows a thorough 
familiarity with a wide range of topics. 
He was met at the depot yesterday af- 
ternoon by President Frank Weldon, of 
the Atlanta Lecture Association, and a 
representative of The Constitution. 

On the way to the Aragon hotel Mr. 
Hillis talked readily. He seemed to take 
considerable interest in everything ~ he 
saw. 

“This is my first visit to Atlanta,” said 
he. “I am familiar with the city by repu- 
tation, however.”’ 

Surprise was expressed at the size and 
beauty of the Equitable building, and 
later the imposing facade of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association building was 
admired. Mr. Hillis was told of the fact 
that the late Henry W. Grady was large- 
ly instrumental in its erection, 

“Grady was a wonderful man,” said he. 
“T am a great admirer of his. Only the 
other day I reread some of his speeches. 
I also read his pathetic story of the 
little girl whom he had given money to 
buy Christmas presents with—a perfect 
little gem in its way.” 

Talks of Recent Utterances. 


Dr. Hillis was asked for a statement 
concerning his withdrawal from the Chi- 
cago Preshytery, its cause, and his opin- 
ion of the probable action of the general 
assembly at St. Louis next month con- 
cerning a revisicn of the creed. Up to 
this point his conversation had been free 
énd unrestrained. Once the subject of 
his theological differences was touch-d, 
however, and his manner changed. Evi- 
dently the subject was one that he wished 
to avoid. When pressed for an answer, 
he said: 

“I will go at once to my room and pre- 
pare you a‘statement.’’ 

Thus assvred the reporter departed. 

Just prior to the lecture Dr. Hillis was 
seen, Hie expressed considerable regret 
that he had been interrupted and did not 
have time to fulfill his promise. 

“After the lecture I'll see what {I 
do for you.”’ 

Some fifteen minutes after he had fin- 
ished his lecture he was again seen, this 
time in the Aragon cafe. 

“IT am very much fatigued and have 
difficulty in getting my ideas togther. 
But if you will ask your questions I wii] 
endeavor to answer them.” 

His manner seemed to indicate that his 
ability to answer depended considerably 
on what questions were asked. The :e- 
porter then stated them clearly, 

Dr, Hillis looked somewhat disturbed. 

“Is there a stenographer in the building? 

s, I'll dictate a statement while

Inquiry developed the fact that 
stenographer had gone for the night. 

“Well, I'll write you a brief statement 
myself.’ 

He retired to the writing room and re- 
mained for fully twenty minutes. 

His Concise Statement. 

When he returned the following state- 
ment, containing a number of erasures 
that indicated that its phraseology had 
been cacefully considered, was handed to 
the reporter: 

“My position as to the Presbyterian 
creed seems to have been misunderstvod 
in certain quarters, 

“I do not believe in reprobation., 


the

against Calvinism’s statement, ‘certain 
men are foreordained to eternal death,’ 
I put the Bible’s, ‘Whosoever will may 
c7me,’ 

“Who is Jchn Calvin that he is made to 
eclipse Jesus Christ? 

‘From childhood I was trained as a new 
school Presbyterian and have made no 
change in my theological views. 


“This doctrine of reprobation is, 
in my judgment, unscriptural, un- 
evangelical, heritical—and  anti- 
Christian. 

“When I found my repetition of it dis- 


turbed my brethren, I quickly -vithdrew. 
This is the situation In a nutshell.” 
His Views of Christianity. 

“That,” said Mr. Hillis. “is my written 
answer as to the cause of my withdrawal 
and my opinion of the creed. My spiritu- 
al belief is plainly set forth in the foltlow- 
ing paragraph of my letter of withdrawal 
from the Chicago Presbytery, which has 
just been issued in pamphlet form: 

“But in going out from you, lest some 
misunderstand my position, I wish to 
reaftirm my faith im the great funda- 
mental principies of evangelical Christi- 
anity. As never before I believe in God 
the Father, Maker of heaven and earth, 
and His all-loving providence; in His all- 
helpful, all-corforting, all-guiding and re- 
senerating Spirit; in Jesus Christ, the 
world’s savior and redeemer, our way and 
truth 4nd light; in man made in the 
image of God, and despite his ginfulness 
and ignorance sincerely invited and des- 
tincd to cume into likeness to Christ. I 
believe that what Christwas and did, and 
suffered for a few men through ‘hree and 
thirty years, God is, and does, and suffers 
for all men, and all worlds, through ali 
ages. If the new scholarship has destroyed 
my old view of the Bible, as never be- 
fore I believe the Bible to be the Word of 
God, a light to man's feet and a !amp to 
his path. After years of = struggle, 
doubt and study I have boughr these 
faiths and at a great price, Nothing can 
wrest them from me. The principles of 
evangelical Christianity seem as firmly 
fixed as mountains and stars. So far 
also from loving the christian church, 
and tha Christian ministry les4, thesa 
views have strengthened my love until 
it has become an all-consuming passion. 
There are hours when I look out upon 
the multitudes going stumbling, blunder- 
ing, weepirg, falling, sinning, dying, when 
it seems to me I would die a zhousand 
deaths to be permitted to give a cup of 
cold water only to Christ’s little ones, or 
light one beacon fire to guile the pilgrim 
nost out of the desert, Ani when I 
think of the poor in our tenement houses, 
of the prodigal sons and dauchters in the 
streets of our great ci:ies, upon men 
whose business it is to degrade their fel- 
lows, I feel that what I had once hoped 
might be done for my fellows through 
schemes of social reform and philanthro- 
py, can oly be done by the influence of 
Jesus Christ and His spirit manifested in 
His disciples who bear the burdens and 
sorrows of the people.’’ 

It will be noticed that Mr. Hillis makes 
no allusion to his opinion of the probable 
action cf the general assembly at St. 
Louis which, it is supposed, will take ac- 
tion looking to a possible revision of the 
creed. On this point he remained silent 
and refused to express himself. 

j\His Present Charge. 

Turn#@ig from the subject matter in 
hand Mr. Hillis said: 

“In regard to my church in Brooklyn 
I shall be glad to answer any questions. 
We have a céngregation of 2,000. Three 
Sunday schools are conducted and three 
services are held each Sunday. In addition 
to myself Plymouth church has three pas- 
tors and two lady issistants. We also 
Support a mission in China at an annual 
expense of $1,500.’’ 

This latter was said in a manner that 
indicated piainly the interview on the 
Presbyterian crted was at an end, and 
that the speaker took this gentle manner 
of informing the reporter that he declined 
to talk furiher. 

Local Ministers’ Views. 

A number of local Presbyterian minis- 
ters were questioned concerning their 
views of Dr. Hillis’s opinion of the creed. 

Dr. C. P. Bridewell, pastor of the Firat 
Presbyterian church, said: 

“I stand squarely on the Westminster 
confession. I am a conservative and be- 
lieve that no change2s are necessary. The 
church js in need of no changes jin the 
clauses of the confession.” 

Dr. Theron Rice, pastor of the Central 
Presbyterian church, said: 

“The Presbyterians of Georgia believe 
in the Weetminster confession of faith. 
There is no evidence in Georgian of the 
Hilhs and Puarkkurst urrest concerning 
the confession. Their theortes will not, 
I believe, be embrazed in the south, We 
are not so ready to embrace new theories. 
Dr. Parkhurst and Dr. Hillis both signed 
ordinances when they came into tne Pres- 
byterian church, and in so doing they as- 
Serted their belief in the Westminster 
confession of faith. Now they Say they 
do not believe in it. It places them in a 
delicate position, and they want the creed 
changed to coaform to their views.” 
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IANT LECTURE ON 
JOHN RUSKIN’S CREED 


Newell Dwight Hillis’s brilliant lecture 
On “Ruskin’s Message to the Ninteenth 
Century,’’ placed a fitting period at the 
Close of Atlanta’s most Successful lec- 
ture season. For in every way last 
night’s lecture was the most scholarly, 
eloquent and profoundly interesting of the 
Series. More than that, it was in many 
respects the finest platform utterance 
ever delivered in Atlanta. 

One of the gradest characters of mod- 
ern times—one of the most ‘persistently 
and cruelly misunderstood of men—Ruskin 
and his creed, have in Dr. Hillis a sym- 
pathetic and eloquent exponent. His 
masterly handling of the many-sided and 
beautiful philosophy of a mam whose 
wh le natureewas sensitively attune to the 
beauties of the universe and whose life 
was an exemplification of his theories of 
man’s proper attitude toward man, was a 
worderful piece of word-painting. 

When one contemplates the vast fabric 
of Ruskin’s philosophy—its application to 
sociology, science and art in its multi- 
form phases,’ the completeness with 
which Dr. Hillis handled his subject, is 
remarkabie. Not one phase did he neg- 
lect; and yet found frequent opportunity 
to digress from the subject matter and re- 
late a number of witty anecdotes that 
served as apt illustrations of some partic- 
ular point. 

Hampered somewhat by a delivery that 
is awkward at first, Dr. Hillis grows 
steadily on one. Soon his peculiarities of 
speech are forgotten. 

In part he spoke as follows: 

“To ovr generation God hath given 
prophets of this new order and pioneers 
of this social deliverance. These modern 
humanists include one extreme, repre- 
sented by Emerson, Arnold and Carlyle, 
and another extreme _§ represented by 
Booth or Tolstoi or Ruskin. Among all 
those whe have believed that ideals are 
the true pioneers of progress none hath 
wrought more passionately than John 
Ruskin, God’s seer. No man better rep- 
resents in one personality the power of 
the union of genius, wealth and social 
prestige. Few will doubt his supreme 
talents. ‘I count Mr. Ruskin’s volume,’ 
| said George Eliot, ‘an epoch-making book, 
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and its author one of the freat men of 
all times. He writes with the inspiration 
of a Hebrew prophet.’ ‘Midst all the din 
and confused babble of tongues,’ wrote 
Carlyle to Emerson, ‘there rises one clear 
voice, telling truth, where others speak 
lies, the voice of Ruskin, God's seer.’ Of 
no other author in this generation can it 
be said that in forty years the net gains 
of his books were nearly half a million 
dollars, 

‘But to the influence of a genius that was 
the open sesame to all doors, and made 
society covet him as a new social lion, 
was added his splendid wealth. Through 
his father, Mr. Ruskin fell heir to nearly 
$750,000, to which must be added the in- 
come of his writings. But this man 
counted his treasure as a trust fund, 
held in the interest of suffering merit or 
youth’s promising talent. That he was 


on the London committee for the victual-. 


ing of Paris in 1871, proves that his be- 
nevolence was as well known as Peabody's 
or Lady Burdett-Coutts’s. Taxing him- 
self first a tenth, then half, he finally 
gave his entire income. If he needed 
botanical and art works for his studies, 


‘he crippled himself rather than refuse 


his last spare twenty guineas to the 
widow of a dead artist. If for health’s 
sake he wanted to take a trip to Switzer- 
land, he would forego it, that he might 
contribute £100 to the Cruikshank me- 
morial. If others would not encourage 
the study of art in the schools, he would 
buy ten water color drawings of William 
Hunt, paying for each $375 and give them 
to the public schools of London. In one 
of his letters to the workingmen of Great 
Britain he-told them what he had done 
and was doing with his money, for carry- 
ing on his St. George's guild and his 
plans for rent reform. Up to 1877 he had 
given away all his fortune, save $250,000. 
But in view of the needs of his working- 
men’s, clubs, this amrount seemed much 
too large for his persona] wants. He, 
therefore, determined to distribute all 
save £12,000 worth of consols, the interest 
of ich would bring him some £200. Up- 
the income of his books being distributed 
on this interest he lived his latter years,

among his servants, his old pensioners 
and his various plans for social reform. 
Art Museums, 

*‘He bestowed his art treasures with like 
Senerosity. He gave the marbles which 
he had collected in Greece and his price- 
less Italian drawings to public galleries 
and museums where they would benefit 
the common people. Other art treasures 
he gave to an art museum in Sheffeld, 
that workers in iron, making cutlery and 
household utensils, might toil with classic 


sprinkle beauty upon the table, weave 
loveliness into carpet and rug, adorn the 
walls and ceilings. He founded a guild 
for redeeming waste lands outside of 
London and for re-establishing ruined 
lives, so giving Booth his ideal for the 
farm colony and the foreign colony. Dur- 
ing all the time he was lecturing at Ox- 
ford he went with his students into the 
streets where one hour each day. they 
pounded stones and filled up the chuck 
holes. 

‘‘No man has done so much to lift the 
veil which hides the grim realities of 
poverty from the gay dreams of wealth. 
Other men have preached to the poor, 
but dined with the rich. Goethe and 
Byron, for a mess of pottage, sold their 
birthright of influence over our genera- 
tion. By his life and example Ruskin 
has earned the right to speak as a prophet 
to those who stand upon the threshold 
of the nineteenth century. 

The Use of Riches. 

“TInsisting that wealth is a divinely or- 
dained instrument, that savage nations 
are always poor, but that as England or 
America goes toward wisdom or yirtue, 
it goes toward wealth, for the individual, 
Ruskin fifids that there are five ways of 
exercising control over riches. A man’s 
power over wealth may be through its 
| use for himself or through administration 
| to others, or it may be the power of os- 
tentation and exhibition or the power of 
destruction, and finally the power of be- 


~ 


quest. But as to possession, man 
can own only so much riches 
as he can personally use. The 
modern Croesus, plunged to his ears 


in a vat filled with the nectar of the gods, 
may drink to his thirst’s measure only, 
more at his peril; with a thousand stalled 
oxen in his barns he may eat to his hun- 
ger’s measure only, more means danger 
and death; though he have a hundred vil- 
las, he can live in but one, though 
he live in a house with a hundred rooms, 
only one ceiling can shelter him; he may 
own a thousand suits of clothes, and ex- 
hibit a score of patterns each day, yet 
ours is a world in which the Frenchman 
committed suicide because he was tired 
of putting on his clothes and taking them 
off again: a few books, also, the master- 
pieces, will furnish all the furniture for 
his brain, 
Wanted the Beautiful Free. 

“If the rich men of England developed 
palms and shrubs and rare flowers in their 
gardens and then hid them behind high 
brick walls, lest some child or working- 


at the divine fountain for a moment, 
Ruskin began a movement for low fences 
of iron that all toilers passing by night 
may share in the benefactions of the no- 
ble gardens. Discerning that many citi- 
zens had purchased rare paintings, mar-

Candler giving them the usual charge, 
not to discuss the case under trial or read 
anything that might possibly affect a 
verdict. 

The distinctive feature of the opening 
of the trial vesterday was the statement 
made by Gilbert to the jury, which was 
delivered in a sing-song tone. 

He entered a general plea of not guilty 
at the beginning of the. trial, and as- 
serted on the stand that the killing was 
accidental. Gilbert said he drew a pa- 
per from his pocket and the pistol came 


with it, being discharged almost imme- 
diately afterwards. 

Eve witnesses to the shooting couid 
not say whether it was accidental or not, 
but stated Gilbert had not attempted to 
‘escape after White had fallen to the 
| ground with a bullet through his head.
